Ethan Zoeller will celebrate a 
two-year anniversary this Thursday. 
Not for his birthday but for receiv¬ 
ing a transplant that saved his life. 

When Shane and Carmine Zoeller 
looked at the results of an ultra¬ 
sound and they knew something 
wasn’t right with their unborn child. 
Their son’s stomach wasn’t pro¬ 
cessing material and blockage was 
occurring somewhere. 

When Ethan was born, doctors 
diagnosed him with Hirschsprung’s 
disease — a disease caused by block¬ 
age in the intestines due to improp¬ 
er nerve and muscle development in 
his bowel. He couldn’t digest food, 
he couldn’t learn to eat properly 
and 30 years ago there no was no 
known transplant procedure. Zoeller 
would have died. According to his 
father, Shane Zoeller, surviving a 
complicated surgery didn’t seem 
likely for his newborn son. 

“Within his first six months, we 
had spent 10 days at Riley Hospital 


for Children in Indianapolis. He 
couldn’t eat by mouth, it all came 
back up,” Zoeller said. “He had to 
have a G-tube (a gastronomy tube) 
inserted in the stomach. With this 
type of disease, kids don’t learn to 
eat — something you and I take for 
granted.” 

Henry County resident Michael 
Douglas, Ethan’s grandfather, con¬ 
tacted Trust for Life, a program 
enacted in 1992 by the Kentucky 
Association of Circuit Court Clerks 
for the promotion of organ and tis¬ 
sue donation. Douglas was able to 
get his grandson on the donor list. 

“Michael met the Executive 
Director Shelley Snyder in person,” 
Zoeller said. “She put us on the 
transplant list.” 

A normal case of the disease 
affects a small portion of the colon, 
but in Ethan’s case the affected area 
made up almost the entire small and 
large intestines. 

“The doctor said in all of his years 
he hadn’t seen a case like this,” 
Zoeller said. “Ethan would need a 
single bowel transplant and a double 


barrel colostomy.” 

The Zoellers visited doctors in 
Indianapolis, Uof L Hospital’s 
Research Unit and their sur¬ 
geon’s final destination: Cincinnati 
Children’s Hospital. 

Before surgery, Ethan contin¬ 
ued to suffer health complications, 
recieved an experimental drug as a 
result of liver damage and the family 
had several calls for transplants that 
were false runs. 

“You are not the only family they 
call when they think they have a 
match,” Zoeller said. “Sometimes, 
it could be two families who get the 
call. It needs to be a perfect match 
with blood type, and tissue type. 
Luckily Ethan’s blood type is O pos¬ 
itive. He is what they call a universal 
recipient.” 

Doctors must inspect organs first 
to ensure there is no damage to the 
blood vessels, and that it meets opti¬ 
mal standards for transplanting. And 
a recipient’s family has to be ready 
to leave when they get the call.

A domestic dispute 
has led to the arrest of a 
Pleasureville man. 

Randall Eugene 
Carman, 43, was 
taken into custody 
on Wednesday with¬ 
out incident by the 
Kentucky State Police 
and the Christian County 
Sheriff’s Department. 

The arrest came after Carman had allegedly made 
threats directed at the staff of the Bullitt Alternative 
Center, located behind Bullitt Central High School. 

Carman, who is now in the Bullitt County 
Detention Center, has been charged by the 
Shepherdsville Police Department with intimidating a 
witness in a legal process, terroristic threatening, stalk¬ 
ing and harassing communication. 

According to Shepherdsville school resource officer

Fiscal Court gets boost of excess fees despite budget disagreements

Despite differing 
opinions on the Henry 
County Sheriff’s Budget, 
fiscal court received excess 
fees over the budgeted 
amount from the sher¬ 
iff’s office in addition 
to excess fees from the 
Henry County Clerk in 
February’s meeting. 


Henry County Clerk 
Juanita Lashley’s office 
reported $3,176,394.57 
total generated rev¬ 
enue for 2013 and pre¬ 
sented the court with 
$96,846.14 in excess fees. 

The sheriff’s office 
budgeted $25,575.11 
for 2013 excess fees and 
has collected to date 
$680,500.35 in receipts, 
turning in $44,370.55 


in excess fees. The office 
collected $18,795.44 
more than the budgeted 
amount Cravens said was 
asked for by fiscal court. 

Magistrate David 
Brown of District 3 
asked Cravens where the 
extra money in receipts 
came from when the 
office had budgeted 
only $655,831.93 in 
receipts —a difference of 


$24,6868. 

“We budgeted a lower 
receipts so we would 
be more conservative,” 
Cravens said. “There 
was an article in the 
paper (Magistrate Nick 
Hawkins’ January guest 
column) that said I came 
to fiscal court to get 
$10,000 to hire my son. 
That was incorrect infor¬ 
mation.” 


Cravens explained to 
Brown that fiscal court 
allowed the sheriff’s office 
to escrow money in a line 
item of the court’s budget 
for $10,000. When he 
wanted to move line items 
around for his budget, 
he wasn’t allowed to do 
that and used $5,500 of 
escrow funds in his bud¬ 
get. 

“That is why we came 


up with $44,370 in excess 
fees, because we were 
conservative. I wanted 
to bank some of that 
and keep it.” Cravens 
said. “The question that 
I have about that article 
in the paper: (It) said I 
had overspent my salary 
by $100,000 in mid-year. 
Fiscal court had agreed

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Black History: Schoolhouse's future uncertain

Eight black schoolhous- 
es once operated in Henry 
County and now only 
three of those structures 
survive. 

The Campbellsburg 
schoolhouse on First 
Street doesn’t function, 
like the remaining two, as 
a residential property and 
its future remains uncer¬ 
tain. 

In a recent 
Campbellsburg City 
Council meeting, Mayor 
Rex Morgan discussed 
the schoolhouse property. 
According to Morgan, 
the property owner, 

Kevin Durham, wants the 
schoolhouse preserved and 
hoped for the building to 
be purchased then moved 
by the city. With city 
funds concentrated on the 
developing Campbellsburg 
community center and 
back county and city taxes 
owed on the property, the 
solution has hurdles. 

“The city would 
benefit just because 
Campbellsburg doesn’t 
have many historic build¬ 
ings left since the torna¬ 
do,” Morgan said. “I think 
it is important from a his¬ 
torical perspective not just 
for the African-American 
community, but for the 
city overall. It’s good for 
people of all generations to 
realize what was going on 
during this time (school 
segregation) and it’s one 
of the few potential land¬ 


marks that has anything to 
do with it.” 

Morgan has looked into 
state programs for fund¬ 
ing, contacted Kentucky 
State University for guid¬ 
ance and interest and has 
looked at the historical 
grant stipulations when 
moving a historical build¬ 
ing. 

“I’ve already started 
talking to a gentleman at 
the state level and if we get 
a clear tide on the school- 
house there is interest,” 
Morgan said. “We have 
talked about church net¬ 
works and if it is not state 
or federal money maybe 
we can look at social 
groups or private individu¬ 
als for funding.” 

Keeping the Kentucky 
Heritage Council and 
State Historic Preservation 
Office involved will help 
ensure preservation guide¬ 
lines are met, and put the 
Campbellsburg school- 
house and the city on a 
directory for tourists. Both 
preservation and potential 
tourists play a crucial role 
in future funding and 
maintenance for Morgan. 

“It should be moved 
to somewhere other than 
First Street,” Morgan said. 
“It would be best if it was 
moved to a more visible 
and accessible area. Mr. 
Durham and I have talked 
about that, with off-street 
parking so tourists can take 
advantage of it. It’s part of 
preserving his family’s leg¬ 
acy and African-American 
heritage.” 


History 

Karen Shannon, a 
Henry County Historical 
Society member, learned 
about the schoolhouse 
from a neighbor and 
looked into preserving the 
property. The line of own¬ 
ership and property deeds 
periodically drop off over 
time with gaps over several 
years. 

The Colored Pilgrims 
of Progress Board first 
purchased the property 
in 1896 for $1.60. One 
half of the building’s 
upper story, as part of a 
two-story building, would 
belong to the Pilgrims 
Progress Benevolent 
Society and the lower 
story would belong to the 
school trustees of District 
B. The present building is 
a one-room schoolhouse. 
In 1889, records indi¬ 
cate that Robin Ricketts, 
Ed Tolbert and Len 
Durham, trustees of the 
Colored Pilgrim Progress 
Benevolent Society of 
Campbellsburg, entered 
into an agreement with 
the Henry County Board 
of Education for the 
school. 

Due to the school’s 
structural appearance, 
Shannon first thought 
the building was a Julius 
Rosenwald school — a 
school funded by the 
co-owner of the Sears, 
Roebuck and Company’s 
fund for African-American 
education. 

“It looks like a 
Rosenwald, but it isn’t. 
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The Campbellsburg black schoolhouse as it stands in its current condition. 


If it was, we could’ve 
gotten all the funding in 
the world for the restora¬ 
tion,” Shannon said. “We 
were able to get the roof 
repaired so it wouldn’t 
leak. We were able to 
get it registered with 
the Kentucky Heritage 
Council, but not the 
national registry, which is a 
different process. If we can 
get a clear tide, we may be 
able to do a lot more with 
it. ” 

According to Shannon’s 
research, the school prop¬ 
erty was eventually sold in 


1960 to William D. Jones. 
In 1965, Jones sold the 
property to Lucille and 
Everett Durham. In 1989, 
James Durham inherited 
it from his parents and the 
property has passed on to 
Kevin Durham. 

“As far as we can tell, 
it is still in its original 
condition as it was built,” 
Shannon said. “It’s the last 
African-American school- 
house around here in its 
original condition and it’s 
an important piece of the 
county’s history.” 

Similar schoolhouses 


across the county didn’t 
last into the 1960s. 

Franklinton’s black 
schoolhouse sold in 1929, 
Port Royal’s in 1930, 
Sulphur’s in 1933 and 
Smithfield’s in 1937. 

By 1950, black school- 
houses in New Castle, 
Eminence, Pleasureville 
and Campbellsburg were 
still in operation. 

Now, Eminence’s King 
Street school functions as 
an apartment and New 
Castle’s black schoolhouse 
on KY 146 is used as a 
duplex.

Snow

Lessons learned dur¬ 
ing this year’s inclement 
weather will be applied to 
planning for next year’s 
school calendar, according 
to Eminence Independent 
Schools Superintendent 
Buddy Berry. 

“Eminence Schools 
will be better off in the 
future due to the snow 
days we’ve had this year,” 
Berry said at the district’s 
most recent school board 
meeting. 

At that meeting, board 
members approved this 
gear’s revised calendar, 
which removed any 
remaining early release 
days, rescheduled profes¬ 
sional development days 
for teachers, incorporated 
President’s Day as a make¬ 
up day and added March 
17-20 as makeup days. 

The last day for students 
will be Thursday, May 
29, with graduation that 
Friday, May 30. Closing 
day for teachers will be 


Saturday, May 31. June 
2-6 will be work days for 
classified staff and made 
available for teachers to 
complete any unearned 
professional development 
hours and classified staff 
will also work that week. 

“Graduation will stay 
the same,” Berry said. 
“That was a big concern 
for our parents and stu¬ 
dents.” 

Eminence’s typical cal¬ 
endar provides 390 min¬ 
utes of instruction each 
day, 30 minutes more 
than they are required. 

In this way, the district 
“banks” 2.5 instructional 
hours each week, which 
allows it to more than 
fulfill its obligation to pro¬ 
vide the required number 
of 6-hour instructional 
days over the course of the 
school year. This comes 
in handy when trying to 
makeup snow days. 

“We are able to create 
our calendar where we 
can absorb some of those 
days for our kids, but the 
staff will still have to work 


their contracted number 
of days,” Berry said. 

Taking a closer look 
at the calendar and really 
diving into the state’s reg¬ 
ulations for instructional 
days led Berry to make a 
proposal to the calendar 
committee for the 2014- 
15 calendar. 

“It is in our best inter¬ 
est as a district to be more 
proactive in an effort to 
maximize our calendar,” 
Berry told the board. 

Berry’s first recom¬ 
mendation was to do away 
with early release days. 

“It’s just not conducive 
to learning,” Berry said. 
“And staff and parents are 
overwhelmingly in sup¬ 
port of this.” 

Next, Berry looked at 
professional development 
days, or PD days, for 
teachers. There are a few 
professional development 
days on next year’s calen¬ 
dar and teachers will be 
provided an opportunity 
to utilize flexible PD days 
to reach their required 
24 hours. For example, a 


teacher might spend two 
hours after school one day 
to participate in approved 
professional development 
curriculum. He or she 
would then document the 
activity, seek approval by 
the principal and that time 
would be included in their 
annual PD hours. 

The plan effectively 
trades early release days 
for flexible professional 
development days. 

“Instead of sending kids 
home early one day, you 
keep staff late,” Berry said. 

There would also be 
five PD days built onto 
the end of the school year 
that classified staff will be 
required to work, which 
would also facilitate mak¬ 
ing up any potential snow 
days and accumulating any 
needed professional devel¬ 
opment hours. 

Currently in next year’s 
calendar the last day for 
students is Wednesday, 
May 20. The first two 
makeup days next year 
would be May 21 and 22, 
which wouldn’t change 


graduation. Then addi¬ 
tional makeup days would 
be scheduled during the 
two-week spring break. 

This year’s snow days 
led Berry to create a 
policy for EHS students 
that travel to Bellarmine 
for classes. On at least 
one occasion, EIS had 
canceled school, while 
Bellarmine remained in 
session, meaning the stu¬ 
dents taking college classes 
there would be counted 
as absent, miss deadlines 
to turn in assignments or 
potentially miss an exam. 


Berry said the district will 
choose to “err on the side 
of caution.” 

“If Eminence is out and 
Bellarmine is in, we’ll look 
at JCPS,” Berry said. “If 
JCPS thinks it’s safe to 
send students to school, 
we’ll say it’s safe to send 
our kids, too. 

“If Eminence is out and 
Bellarmine is in, and JCPS 
is out, then we won’t go,” 
Berry added.

P. Marrs taught at a 
“colored school” and 
was the minister of 
the ‘Colored Baptist 
Church” in New Castle 
from 1871-1875. He 
wrote, ‘While in New 
Castle, during the year 
1871, I became an 
active worker in the 
church and Sunday 
school, and did what I 


could for the develop¬ 
ment of the minds of 
the children and older 
people... At that time 
Henry County was 
overrun with the KKK, 
and a colored man in 
public business dared 
not go five miles out¬ 
side of [New Castle]... 
Public court day always 
attracted large crowds 
of country people to 
town.” 

There were many 
‘colored’ schools in 
this county—one was 
located on the north 
side of the “New Castle 
and Westport Road” 
since at least 1883. The 
building in which it was 
housed still stands just a 
half-mile west of town, 
and was one of three 
“Rosenwald’ Schools in 


the county, so named 
for the generosity of 
philanthropist Julius 
Rosenwald. 

There is a wealth 
of African-American 
History in this county 
and the surrounding 
area. Wouldn’t it be 
something if there were 
a physical repository—a 
building—to venerate 
the work of Mr. Bibb 
and Rev. Marrs? How 
about a place to honor 
the more recent accom¬ 
plishments of, say, Jim 
Green and John W. 
Smith, Jr.? There hap¬ 
pens to be one—right 
under our noses. 

The Washington 
Lodge #1513 of New 
Castle, part of the 
Grand United Order 
of Odd Fellows was 


chartered in 1872. The 
lodge building still 
stands in its original 
location on South Main 
Street. It appears on 
old insurance maps dat¬ 
ing back to 1908 as the 
“Negro Lodge Hall.” 

Henry County is 
home to one of the 
oldest known African- 
American Lodges still 
standing, a Rosenwald 
School, and has strong 
connections to Henry 
Bibb, Rev. Elijah Marrs 
and others, yet we 
wring our hands and 
fret that there is noth¬ 
ing here, that no one 
comes here. 

What are we waiting 
for? 

Let’s build it. 

They will come.

Lincoln misquote 

I apologize. 

I have discovered that one of the 
quotes I attributed to Abraham 
Lincoln in my February 12 column 
was not his. The quote begins with 
the line: “I see in the near future a 
crisis approaching...” I cited a let¬ 
ter, a forgery, purportedly written in 
1864. 

However, I stand by my state¬ 
ment that Lincoln would be a 
Democrat today. Lincoln did in 
fact leave behind some decidedly 
pro-labor statements. Historian 
Merrill Peterson, author of Lincoln 
in American Memory , cites other 
sources that point out that as early 
as 1847 Lincoln had written, “To 
secure to each labourer the whole 
product of his labour, or as nearly as 
possible, is a most worthy object of 
any good government.” 

This was remarkable for a prairie 
lawyer of that time. His mention of 


the labor theory of value in 1861— 
“Labor is prior to, and . . . superior 
to capital”—and his statements to 
workingmen abroad and at home 
gave a color of Marxism to his 
thinking. “He was, surely, the best 
friend labor ever had in the White 
House,” said Peterson.

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Forum: Awareness about heroin problem

A coalition made up 
of school, criminal justice 
and health profession¬ 
als are hosting a forum 
to increase awareness of 
heroin in Oldham and 
surrounding counties. 

Heroin Hits Home: 
Our Community’s 
Response will take place 
on Thursday, March 6 
at 6 p.m. in the North 
Oldham High School 
Auditorium. 

Presented by the 
Coalition for a Healthy 
Oldham County, the 
community event will 
feature a panel including 
an addiction specialist, 
law enforcement, District 


Judge Jerry Crosby and 
others. Court of Appeals 
Judge Allison Jones will 
moderate the panel. 

Jones, who has helped 
put the event together, 
said trends and statis¬ 
tics show that heroin 
is becoming a problem 
in and around Oldham 
County. 

“If you look at the sur¬ 
rounding counties, some 
are at epidemic levels,” 
she said. “Jefferson and 
Fayette counts have seen 
a big increase. We can’t 
close our eyes to reality. 

Jones said in Kentucky 
alone, overdose deaths 
from heroin use increased 
550 percent from 2012 
to 2013. 

“It’s a sobering statis¬ 
tic,” she said. 


The event is expected 
to draw 300 to 500 peo¬ 
ple, organizers said, and 
has the support of a vari¬ 
ety of different health and 
law enforcement agencies. 

Dan Orman, assis¬ 
tant superintendent for 
Oldham County Schools, 
said it’s important for 
education officials to be 
involved as well in the 
forum. 

“Schools have always 
been a reflection of their 
community,” he said. 
“And if it’s a problem in 
the community, it will be 
a problem in schools and 
we have to do everything 
in our power to keep our 
families safe.” 

Orman said there are 
already signs heroin is eas¬ 
ily attainable in Oldham 


County. 

“We work with a lot 
of outside providers,” he 
said. “And in conversa¬ 
tions, kids are talking 
about how much heroin 
is out there and avail¬ 
able. We’re talking mere 
months before we have a 
tragedy with one of our 
children.” 

Jones said the heroin 
problem is an extension 
of the previous problem 
with prescription pain 
pills on the streets. Now 
that state law has cracked 
down on the pill abuse, 
something else is filling 
the void. 

“Addicts are out there 
and they have found 
a substitute,” she said. 
“We’re not just talking 
about homeless people 


here. It’s the suburban 
drug of choice now.” 

Orman agreed that the 
drug has taken on a new 
life recently. 

“It’s not the heroin 
older people grew up 
with hearing about the 
Hollywood stars,” he 
said. “It’s nine dollars a 
pop now. It’s different 
because it kills more now. 
And more affluent, more 
articulate kids can hide 
their use better.” 

Either thought the 
forum will take place in 
Oldham County, both 
Jones and Orman encour¬ 
aged those from sur¬ 
rounding counties to take 
part in the forum as well. 

In addition to the 
panel, there will be 
booths set up to help 


with treatment and how 
to detect signs of use, 
Jones said. The goal is to 
go after the problem as a 
medical issue, not only a 
criminal justice one, she 
said. 

“The goal is to raise 
awareness and let you 
know where to go for 
help if you encounter 
this,” Jones said. 

And with the forum 
two weeks off, Orman 
said if someone suspects 
heroin use, especially with 
students, they should 
contact him or an outside 
provider for help imme¬ 
diately. 

“Don’t wait until 
March 6 if you suspect 
heroin use is going on,” 
he said.

to carry our payroll when 
our revenues are low, and 
we pay that once we start 
collecting taxes. But the 
article in the paper said 
we overspent $100,000. 

I want to know if fiscal 
court is going to continue 
to carry us during that 
time period, like it does 
for the county attorney’s 
office, or am I going to 
have to seek more money 
from another entity.” 

Cravens said he wished 
the county would support 
the office so he wouldn’t 
have to pay interest with 
another entity. 

“I think the county 
should continue to sup¬ 
port it (sheriff’s payroll) 


without making it a big 
issue when they got an 
upwards of $2 million in 
surplus.” Cravens said. 
“Either way I am fine 
with it. I just want to 
know.” 

Judge-Executive John 
Logan Brent asked for 
clarification on the article. 
Brent wanted to know if it 
stated the sheriff was short 
or behind the $100,000. 
Cravens said it stated that 
he had overspent it. 

“Well, that’s not accu¬ 
rate,” Brent said. “You 
were behind eight pay¬ 
rolls, which equal approxi¬ 
mately $100,000. I don’t 
know that fiscal court 
ever outright said, ‘we are 
going to carry you for so 
many payrolls.’ I don’t 
know that we’ve ever put 
an exact number on it or 
not.” 


Cravens emphasized the 
$10,000 escrow line item 
allowed for the sheriff’s 
office to be conservative 
and depend on the money 
if the department needed 
it. Magistrate Scott Bates 
of District 1 agreed that 
payroll should be kept 
up and keep the sheriff’s 
office from paying inter¬ 
est. 

“This $44,000 you 
should be commended on 
that,” Brent said. “That’s 
a strong number. On 
the payroll, I can tell you 
what I think is fair. What 
I think is fair, is June 30 
you need to be caught up 
or about caught. Because 
that is when our year (fis¬ 
cal) ends.” 

The revenue period for 
the sheriff’s office ends 
in April, Cravens empha¬ 
sized. He reiterated he 


needed an answer. He 
didn’t think he would 
have funds to cover pay¬ 
roll in May and June. 

“I think, Danny the ini¬ 
tial cause for concern was 
in 2012 when you were 
$100,00 behind in reim¬ 
bursing the county for 
payroll costs,” Magistrate 
Nick Hawins of District 
4 said. “You called before 
the court meeting and 
said that you didn’t really 
think you would have 
enough money to pay us 
back.” 

Hawkins explained that 
he met with the sheriff, 
went through his bud¬ 
get and recommended 
Cravens be allowed to 
borrow money to pay out 
his employees for the rest 
of the year. 

“That’s when the cause 
for concern started,” 


Hawkins said. “It’s a 
legitimate cause.” 

Cravens didn’t recall 
the meeting. Hawkins 
affirmed that it was on the 
record, the two should 
celebrate their successes 
and not make a spectacle 
of the budget. Cravens 
reiterated that he wasn’t 
attempting to make a 
spectacle of the subject, 
but needed to know what 
to do about the sheriff’s 
office funding so there 
will be no surprises. 

Hawkins said that 
through quarterly meet¬ 
ings, the budget com¬ 
mittee could help the 
sheriff’s office stay on 
course. Magistrate Scott 
Bates agreed the com¬ 
mittee could help ensure 
halfway through the year, 
the sheriff will have spent 
only half of the budgeted 


amount. 

“Well, I had asked that 
Nick be removed from 
my budget committee. I 
don’t trust him and I will 
be glad to meet with any 
other member,” Cravens 
said. 

“Danny, I have been 
chairman of your budget 
committee for the eight 
years you have been in 
office and for seven of 
those eight years you have 
had a budget increase,” 
Hawkins said. “There was 
one year we didn’t agree.” 

Brent and Bates con¬ 
cluded the budget com¬ 
mittee would report to 
fiscal court with progress 
on the sheriff’s budget 
and payroll by April. 

It was not addressed 
whether Hawkins would 
still be chairman on the 
budget committee.

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“By the third time, we 
got the call and we were 
there two hours later in 
Cincinnati. 

“It’s a waiting game 
and we knew something 
was different this time. 

Our nurse, Abby Netter, 
kept giving us updates and 
we were in a waiting room 
with a bed. We were on 
pins and needles because 
we knew it was going to 


happen. By 2 a.m., they 
were getting him ready for 
surgery.” 

By 4:52 a.m., the 
Zoellers watched as their 
son was handed off to a 
team of nurses and doc¬ 
tors for surgery. The 
surgeon Rodrigo Vienna 
and his team had done 30 
types of the transplants, 
Zoeller said, and he knew 
he was in good hands. 

“We checked in Feb. 

27 and checked out May 
7,” Zoeller said. “It was 
crazy hours with doctors 
checking him at midnight, 


6 a.m. and all the hours of 
the night. We didn’t get 
a good night’s sleep for 
six weeks afterwards, but 
everyone took care of us.” 

The Zoellers trade off 
caring for Ethan. One 
works during the day 
and the other at night. 
Ethan has undergone 
rehabilitation treatment 
to learn to eat, talk and 
walk. Health challenges 
continuously present 
themselves as Ethan is 
on medication that sup¬ 
presses his immune system 
so his body won’t reject 


the transplant. Colds and 
fevers have to be watched 
closely and may result in 
frequent hospital visits. 

“You don’t think about 
how many things you 
learn as a baby. He has to 
learn how to eat since he 
didn’t do that when he 
was born,” Zoeller said. 
“His transplant anniver¬ 
sary is this Thursday and 
when we sit here and talk 
about his anniversary, we 
think about some little 
baby died so that he could 
live. Before he was born, 
we had to make the deci¬ 


sion about the quality of 
his life and the challenges 
we would have as young 
parents. Some things are 
difficult, but when you 
have a living, breathing 
three-year-old that says 
daddy, it’s worth it.” 

According to Henry 
County Circuit Court 
Clerk Gina Lyle, a Trust 
For Life board member, 
Henry County residents 
have donated $2,290 
to the Trust For Life in 
2014 and 397 residents 
have joined the Kentucky 
Organ Donor Registry. 


“We had a dear friend, 
Lin Powell, in the court¬ 
house that had a failed 
kidney,” Lyle said. “He 
had a transplant and he is 
still with us today. That’s 
when it hit home for me. 
He is a dear friend. People 
need to be educated about 
the program. There are 
a lot of misnomers about 
being an organ or tissue 
donor.”

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Ken Bernardi, detectives 
were able to talk with 
family and friends to 
locate the suspect.

placed in soft lockdown. 

During this security 
measure, teachers con¬ 
tinue to provide instruc¬ 
tion in the classroom but 
doors are shut and locked 
and no visitors are allowed 
to enter or to leave the 


building. 

On Wednesday, the 
school had a brief hard 
lockdown when a vehicle 
with a similar description 
was spotted in the area. 

Police stopped the 
vehicle and it did not 
belong to the suspect. 

Upon the suspect cap¬ 
ture at around 4 p.m. on 
Wednesday, Davis thanked 
local law enforcement offi¬ 


cials, as well as the county 
attorney’s office, for their 
help. 

This comes on the 
heels of Shepherdsville 
City Council voting to 
add two additional school 
resource officers. This 
would place one in the 
high school and in Bullitt 
Lick Middle, with the 
other rotating among the 
elementary schools.

If you have ever had 
a kidney stone, you 
won’t soon forget the 
experience. Kidney 
stones can cause pain 
so intense some say it’s 
almost as bad as child¬ 
birth. It is estimated 
that one in ten individ¬ 
uals will have a kidney 
stone at some point in 
his or her life. 

Kidney stones are 
solid pieces of mate¬ 
rial that form in the 
kidney when there are 
high levels of certain 
substances in the urine. 
Urine is made in the 
kidney then passes 
through a small tube 
called the ureter and 
into the bladder.

a strong odor. Some 
people have nausea and 
vomiting with kidney 
stones, too. 

Kidney stones are 
caused by high levels 
of calcium, oxalate, 
or phosphorus in the 
urine. Some people 
have higher levels of 
these substances in 
their urine from their 
diet and some just have 
bodies that make urine 
higher in these com¬ 
ponents.

I 
recommend this prod¬ 
uct for patients taking 
prescription cholesterol 
lowering medications 
(like Lipitor, Zocor, 


need because too little 
calcium in the diet can 
cause the body to try 
to hold on to calcium 
rather than flushing 
it out in the kidneys. 
Reducing your sodium 
intake and limiting ani¬ 
mal protein can help, 
too. Specific foods 
that can cause stone 
formation include 
beets, chocolate, spin¬ 
ach, rhubarb, tea, most 
nuts and sodas. 

If you have had 
stones or are concerned 
you have a stone, you 
should discuss you 
symptoms with your 
doctor. By working 
with your doctor you 
can figure out what 
type of stones you have 
and the best way to 
prevent forming future 
kidney stones.

Homebased micro¬ 
processors may sell acid, 
acidified and low acid 
foods.

Services, farmers must 
attend a homebased 
microprocessor workshop 
and have their recipes 
approved. 

The cost of the work¬ 
shop is $50. Farmers 
must attend the entire 
workshop and pass both 
exams to complete the 
workshop as established 
by HB 391 regulations. 

Recipes must also be 
approved by a designated 
representative of the 
University of Kentucky, 
at a fee of $5 for each 
recipe.

Report on the Financial Statements 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities and the business- 
type activities of City of Campbellsburg, Kentucky, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2013, and the related 
notes to the financial statements, which collectively comprise the City’s basic financial statements as listed in 
the table of contents. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statements 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of these financial statements in 
accordance with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America; this includes the 
design, implementation, and maintenance of internal control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation 
of financial statements that are free from material misstatement, whether due to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit and the report 
of the other auditor. We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the 
United States of America and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing 
Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards require that we plan 
and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free from 
material misstatement.

The budgetary comparison information - special revenue fund is the responsibility of management and 
was derived from and relates directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the 
basic financial statements. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the 
audit of the basic financial statements and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling 
such information directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial 
statements or to the basic financial statements themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance 
with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, the budgetary 
comparison information - special revenue fund is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic 
financial statements as a whole.

SUMMARY OF ORDINANCE NO. 2014-01 

SUMMARY OF AN ORDINANCE REGARDING 

THE CONTROL OF DOGS WITHIN THE 
CITY OF CAMPBELLSBURG, KENTUCKY, 
AND REPEALING PRIOR INCONSISTENT 
ORDINANCES 

Be it hereby ordained by the council of the city 
of Campbellsburg, Kentucky, that an ordinance is 
adopted which provides for the control of dogs 
within the city of Campbellsburg, Kentucky. Said 
ordinance provides definitions for the ordinance, 
provides for a prohibition of nuisances created 
by dogs, provides for control of vicious dogs and 
prevents the harboring of vicious dogs. Said ordi¬ 
nance prohibits unleashed dogs in certain areas 
and prevents female dogs in heat and other dogs 
from running at large. Said ordinance requires 
clean up of dog feces and provides for controlling 
dogs not on the owners or controllers’ property. 
Said ordinance makes provision for impounding 
of dogs under certain circumstances. The forgoing 
ordinance makes provision for fines as follows: 

(09) Sec. 90.30 Penalties 

(1) Any person who violates any provision of 
this ordinance shall be subject to a fine of not less 
than one hundred dollars ($100) nor more than 
five hundred ($500) for a first offense and to a fine 
of not less than two hundred fifty dollars ($250) 
not more than one thousand dollars ($1,000) for 
any subsequent offense within the twelve (12) 
month period. 

(2) In addition to any other penalties here¬ 
under, any dog engaging in conduct that is in 
violation of the provision of this ordinance may be 
impounded by the animal control officer or by any 
police officer.
